REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
OF THE 


TOWN OF ROLLINSFORD 
For the Year Ending February 15, 1915. 


“Years come and go but time goes on forever.” 
This reminds us that another Teport is due the town 
from its school board. 

There has been quite a change in our teaching 
force in the last year. Three of our teachers have 
yielded to the inevitable and are now enjoying the 
pleasures of their own homes in preference to that of 
the school room. 

We have tried to fill their places to the best of our 
ability and reasonably hope that the success that has 
been ours for many years will be a continuous one. 
Those of us who have been connected with our schools 
for the last twelve years and have watched the educa- 
tional growth of the little one to that of the high 
school or academy pupil, realize that a most com- 
mendable work has been accomplished. While the ex- 
pense has nearly doubled, we feel that the money has 
been well spent. 

We find that the daily attendance of our pupils for 
the last ten years has averaged 95 per cent. That 
every graduate of our upper grade has been able to 
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pass a qualified examination to the Berwick Academy 
or Dover high school. We certainly feel that this work 
has been accomplished by the faithful, earnest labors 
of our teachers. 

While the aggregate expense of our schools seems 
~ great, there is but one town in Strafford county whose 
average cost per pupil is less than that of Rollinsford. 
The town of Middleton, with thirty weeks of school, 
cost $21.52 per pupil. Rollinsford, with thirty-six 
weeks, cost $24.25, while Durham, with the same 
number of weeks as this town, cost $50.48 for each 
pupil. 

During the last year our expenses have been more 
than normal. We have paid off a note of $1,200.00 and 
interest. All of the school rooms outside the village 
have been painted and papered. Pear Yard school 
house shingled. A new fence between the Sullivan 
school house lot and the cemetery built and painted. 
The fence between the Franklin school and B. & M. 
R. R. repaired and painted. The slate roof*of Frank- 
lin school house repaired and many other minor re- 
pairs looked after. 

Owing to the change of rates over the Atlantic 
Shore Line the pupils from the village go to Dover 
over the B. & M. R. R., saving over one-half the cost 
on the electric cars. 

All of our school buildings bearing a coat of paint 
on the outside are in a fine condition. Again we wish 
to express to the public our thanks for their confidence 
and support.
